"As a second defensive measure it 
is necessary to make our German 
organism as sound [and as capable of 
resistance as possible A great mass 
of the German working people is 
fighting with a strong and sound in-

weaken Germany's power of resist- 
ance. Therefore, I regret the agita- 
tion aiming to characterize as unpat- 
riotic a broad strata of the popula- 
tion and to isolate the members Re- 
garding the aims of the war there 
must be lively contentions in every 
country. No able bodied person 
must stand aside in the task to main- 
tain a common national feeling, oth- 
erwise we endanger our immunity 
against the eastern contagion.

PRICE FIXING 


IS DEFENDED BY 


SENATOR JONES 


Washington, March 
22.—Speak- 


ing in defense ot the food and fuel 
administration in the senate today, 
Senator Jones of New Mexico, ex- 
onerated both ot blame for the re- 
cent, sugar and coal shortages. 
He 


declared their price-lixing policies 
had saved the country from "chaos 
and confusion." 


Senator Jones, who is a member 


of the manufacturers' sub-committee, 
which investigated the sugar and 
coal shortages, spoke in reply to 
Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, who 
recently denounced price-fixing as a 
tailure, blamed the fuel scarcity or 
Administrator Garfield, and assert- 
ed that the sugar shortage was large- 
ly artificial 


"Let these organizations alone," 


urged Senator Jones. "If they need 
more power, give it. 
Don't badger 


or heckle them 
On the other hand 


help and entourage them 
Let us 


not say to the world that the af- 


faiis ot our government at thib time 
aie in incompetent hands. 
To the 


ccntiary let us, tell the truth and 
say to the world that the resources 
ol thio country are being successfully 
mobilized for the purposes of the 
war." 


Senator Jones resented the Mas- 


sachusetts senator's criticism ol the 
fuel administration as being a "bu- 
reau largely composed ol amateurs," 
declaring the iuel and alto the fooa 
administrators aie both well quali- 
fied and with the organizations they 
have created aie "serving the coun- 
try solely tor patriotic reasons ' 


Senator Lodge's speech was refer- 


red to as ail "example of studied and 
deliberate woid-lashing," its tend- 
ency to bring the entire administra- 
tion inta "disrepute " 


To refute Senator Lodge's state- 


ment that no_ actual sugar shortage 
existed, Senator Jones said that agri- 
cultural department reports 
show 


that on August 31, 1917, sugar 
stocks were 123,000 tons below noi- 
mal. 


In defending the administration's 


sugar price-iixmg policy he said it 
was ditlirult to conceive that any- 
thing resulted other than a benefit 
to the great mass of American con-

That 
line is the art of pleasing the people, 
frequently of cajoling them. 


If a man is the master of soft and 


Slippery words, he is frequently a 
winner over less tonguey men. This 
does not mean that politicians are 
any worse than other people. 
But 


it means that our people have not 
fully realized the necessity for ex- 
pert efficiency in our administration 
of our national, state, and local gov- 
ernments, and that we allow other 
qualities than efficiency to govern 
us in the choices we make. That 
kind of government has cost the 
American people an awful price.

EXTENSIVE SURVEY OF WAR 


INDUSTRIES IS BEHtfi JMDE 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Washington, March 22.—An exten- 


sive survey of the location of war in- 
dustries, now being made by the war 
industries board and several other 
government departments may result 
shortly in the transfer of many gov- 
ernment contracts from the industri- 
ally congested east to the west and 
south where factories are 
working 


under less pressure, labor is not Quite 
so scarce and railroad transportation 
conditions are better. 


The many ramifications of the sub- 


ject have recently been discussed, it 
was learned today, between represen- 
tatives of the war industries board 
railroad 
administration, 
treasury 


shipping board and the labor depart 
ment. Attempts are being made to 
formulate a definite 
policy which 


probably will be announced 
soon 


The necessity for an early decision i 
emphasized by the fact that hundreds 
of contracts placed last summer soon 
after the United States entered the 
war will expire in April and May, am 
a general redistribution must occur 
Scores of manufacturers' representa- 
tives in Washington are looking for 
contracts, and members of congress 
from the middle west and south are 
urging a gradual shifting of the in- 
dustrial burden to their regions. 


Officials who have studied the sub- 


ject scientifically believe 
that 
the 
east is overcrowded, but point out a 
multitude of reasons why there can 
be no wholesale transfer of contracts 
to manufacturing districts 
of 
the 


west The process must be very slow 
they say. 


Bernard Baruch chairman of the 


war industries board is known to be- 
lieve that a better 
distribution 
of 


contracts would result in greater in- 
dustrial efficiency for* the countryi 


The railroad administration's in- 
terest grows out of the serious traf- 
fic congestion with which it has 
been confronted from the Pittsburgh 
manufacturing district eastward. 


Director Genera! McAdoo nas told 


members of congress that some of 
the traffic load must be taken off 
eastern carriers both by rerouting of 
export 
traffic 
through 
southern 


ports, and by positive efforts to place 
contracts with due consideration to 
the transportation factor. 


The joint policy of the railroad 


and shipping board lo divert more ex- 
port freight to south Atlantic and 
Gulf ports, now beginning to materi- 
alize is certain to result eventually 
in the drawing of manufacturing to- 
ward these points, it is pointed out. 


A committee of 
traffic 
experts 


headed by B. L. Winchell. of 
the 


Union Pacific is studying railroad 
trackage and terminal facilities with 
the intention of 
recommending a 
scheme of routing more traffic over 
lines not over burdened already as. 
are eastern roads.

PUNS EXTENDED 


SURVEY OF CITY 


A meeting was held last night of 


the 
executive committee of 
the 


Licking county war committee in the 
Chamber of Commerce rooms, when 
plans were made and discussed for 
the season's work. 


B. C. Wright, chairman of the 


committee, presided, and explained 
that three principal things would 
come under the control and direction 
of the committee this season—the 
sale of Liberty loans in April, the 
campaign for sale of War Savings 
stamps, and the big campaign for 
the Licking county war-chest. 
The 


date for the latter has not been de- 
cided upon, nor the amount, but it 
is thought that the effort will be to 
raise about $300,000, from which 
the appropriations for various war 
activities for the year will be made. 


One of the most significant things 


to be done at last night's meeting 
was the outlining of the plan for a 
complete survey of the city, which 
will be made on Tuesday ot next 
week. 
Two hundred Newark men, 


allied with the committee on war- 
work, will start out at 5 o'clock in 
the evening, and between 5 and 7:30 
o'clock every home in Newark will 
be visited. 


This visit will be to interview the 


householder, to secure information as 
to the possibility of aid being needed, 
of members of the family at war, and 
many other details so that the town 
may be catalogued as to its possi- 
bilities for giving aid, and also of 
possible aid to be needed. 


The visitors from the war com- 


mittee will all have blanks, which 
are called the "prospect and census 
term" space assigned to the follow- 
ing questions will be filled: 


Name of occupants, age, whether 


•working or not, where working, any, 
member of family in the army or 
navy, if so where stationed, with 
what company and division; whether 
any member of the family has had 
farm experience, whether willing or 
not to work on a farm, whether you 
will have a garden t>lot or not,, 
whether any member of the family 
has purchased Liberty bonds or War 
Savings stamps, whether any mem- 


(ber of the family needs charity—- 
and last of all" if the occupant is out 
of work, and if so, what he is best 
qualified to do 


In this manner it is felt that cam- 


paigns will be systematically con- 
ducted and the possibilities of the 
town indexed. 


Preliminary to the survey, on next 


Monday evening at 5-45 o'clock, the] 
200 men will meet at tlie K of P. 
hall, where dinner Will be served and 
the details of the survey explained. 


The war committee has been doing 


a splendid work in the organization 
in both the city and county. It con- 
sists of 10 men—five elected in the 
county and five elected by the city. 
These 
have 
formed 
committees, 


township and district chairmen have 
been named ,and they have appoint- 
ed captains under whose contrcrt a 
number of workers have been "as- 
signed. Every township has its or- 
ganization reaching into every school 
district. 


At last night's meeting nearly a 


complete attendance of district and 
division chairmen and captains was 
had, 
showing an interest in the

American Red Cross in France may 
be gathered from the official totals 
showing the work done during Feb- 
ruary in helping soldiers and exclu- 
sive of civil affairs. 


Canteens in the Metropolitan dis- 


trict supplied food and drink to 440,- 
000 men; fourteen travelling 
can- 


teens at the front supplied 439,000 
drinks, while seven canteens on the 
French lines of communication sup- 
plied 475,000 meals. 
The hospital 


supply service furnished 1,465 hos- 
pitals with 4,096 cases containing 
257,863 articles. 
' The bureau of home communica- 
tion found twenty-six men 
of 
the 


American expeditionary forces 
who 


•were reported missing and obtained 
information concerning six 
others 


The bureau also wrote 118 letters to 
relatives of soldiers killed or wound- 
ed in France. 


Distributions by the military sup- 


ply service totalled 5.580 pairs of 
socks, 3,316 sweaters, 1,560 ponchos, 
6,000 pairs of gloves, 1,110 mufflers 
and 13,000 comfort bags.

CORN INTO STATE 


TO AID FARMERS 


Columbus, March 22.—Plans 
for! 


the distribution of sixty five cars of 
seed corn on the cob, which are be-, 
ing brought to Ohio, were announced | 
today by Governor Cox. 
Purchase 


and distribution is In charge of Dean 
Alfred Vivian of the College of Ag- 
riculture, Ohio State University, who 
recently has been working with food 
administration officials in Washing- 
ton and who induced the department 
of agriculture to finance Ohio's seed 
corn importation. 
Farmers desiring seed from 
the 


war emergency seed corn must first 
apply to their county agents or pres- 
idents of county farm bureaus. These 
will arrange with some bank, grain 
dealer or other responsible firm or 
individual to honor a sight draft for 
a carload of the corn. 


Food and crop committees will act 


in counties having no agents or bu- 
reaus. 
Applications for carlots with writ- 


ten agreements to stand sight draft 
are to be sent to Clerk Wheeler, di- 
rector of agricultural extension, Ohio 
State University. The order of re- 
ceipt will be 
considered 
in 
con- 


signing cars. No less than a car will 
be furnished. No corn will be kept 
at the University but will be consign- 
ed direct. 


The price will range from $4-35 to 


$5. a bushel to the 
farmers. No 


profit will be allowed distributors. 
All necessary expense including un- 
loading, weighing, etc., will be added 
to the price. 


The group of counties in 
south- 


western Pennsylvania in which the 
corn was grown, is in the same lati- 
tude as Columbus, having the same 
average temperature. 
The seed was 


obtained after careful inspection by 
a group of representatives from the 
state university who obtained sam- 
ples and subjected them to germina- 
tion tests. 
Only that showing the 


best test was purchased. One of the 
representaives supervises loading to 
prevent unsatisfactory results 


A second test of each carload is 


made while cars are enroute and per- 
sons ordering it will be notified of 
the result before the corn arrives. 
All is expected to 
show at least 


eighty kernels that will grow out of 
every 100 bought.

and quit the use of gas.
